RANGE  AND  FEEDLOT  SALES 


Increased  cattle  receipts  and  lower 
dressed  beef  prices  influenced  lower  prices 
on  fed  steers  and  heifers  and  sales  at  most 
markets  steady  to  500  lower,   instances  $1.00 
off  with  the  greatest  decline  on  Standard  and 
Good  offerings.     Exceptions,   at  Chicago  where 
average-Choice  to  low-Prime  steers  closed  500- 
$1.00  lower  and  at  St.  Joseph  where  heifers 
closed  5O0-$1.5O  off.     Stocker  and  feeder 
cattle  and  calves  sold  steady  to  500  lower. 
Trends  on  barrows  and  gilts  were  uneven  with 
closing  sales  steady  to  250  lower  in  the  west- 
ern Corn  Belt  but  steady  to  250  higher  in  the 
eastern  part  of  the  area.     Slaughter  lambs 
were  5O0-$1.5O  lower  for  the  week. 

SLAUGHTER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  -  Increased 
receipts  and  a  generally  slow  dressed  beef 
trade  led  to  the  first  general  decline  in  cat- 
tle prices  in  five  weeks.     The  midwest  was  free 
of  a  major  snowstorm  for  the  first  week  in 
seven  weeks,  permitting  a  freer  movement  of 
cattle.     As  a  result,   12  market  supplies  of 
214,000  were  up  about  10  percent  and  were  the 
largest  for  any  week  in  two  months.     Good  and 
Choice  slaughter  steers  and  heifers,   steers 
most  numerous,   continued  to  make  up  the  bulk 
of  cattle  offerings.     Prime  remained  very 
scarce  except  in  Chicago  where  the  8.6  percent 
Prime  steers  was  up  1  percent  from  the  previous 
week  and  3  percent  above  the  same  time  last 
year.     Average  steer  weights  were  somewhat 
lighter,  the  1124#  average  at  the  7  markets 
being  the  lightest  for  any  week  since  November, 
1959,   and  buyers  discriminated  less  against 
heavy  steers  than  anytime  this  year.     Due  to 
the  fact  that  steers  were  marketed  at  lighter 
average  weights,   and  with  cows  in  increased 
supply,  beef  production  was  up  less  than  in- 
dicated by  the  increase  in  cattle  numbers. 
Nevertheless,  the  numerical  supply  was  a  bear- 
ish factor  and  most  steers  closed  steady  to  500 
lower,  instances  $1.00  lower.     Choice  and  Prime 
steers  showed  the  least  decline  at  markets 
other  than  Chicago,  but  in  Chicago  average- 
Choice  to  low-Prime  steers  lost  most  ground, 
closing  5O0-$1.OO  lower.     Heifers  also  sold 
steady  to  500  lower  with  Choice  and  Prime  under 
least  pressure.     However,  heifers  sold  500- 
$1.50  lower  at  St.  Joseph.     Cows  were  generally 
5O0-$1.5O  lower  after  reaching  the  highest 
levels  since  last  August,  although  in  St. 
Joseph  prices  declined  $1.50-2.50  on  the  largest 
supply  since  mid -January.     Bulls  sold  mostly 
steady  to  500  lower.     Vealers  suffered  the 
sharpest  decline  of  the  year,  declining  $1.00- 
2.00  in  So.  St.  Paul  and  $2.00-3.00  in  St.  Louis 
National  Stock  Yards. 

At  Chicago,  load  Prime  1243#  fed  steers 
cashed  at  $32.75,  6  loads  1200-135C#  $32.25- 
32.50;  bulk  high-Choice  and  Prime  1040-1450# 


$29.00-32.00;  Choice  $26.50-29.50;  Good  $24.00- 
26.00.     At  most  other  midwest  points  high- 
Choice  steers,   some  carrying  a  Prime  end, 
brought  $27.75-28.50  and  to  $29.00  at  So.  St. 
Paul.     However,  at  Sioux  City  most  high- 
Choice  and  mixed  high-Choice  and  Prime  steers 
realized  $29.00-29.25  and  5  loads  Prime 
$29.75-30.50.     Choice  bulked  from  $26.50- 
27.50  but  reached  $28.00,  instances  $28.50 
at  Sioux  City;  Good  and  low-Choice  $23.00- 
26.50.     High-Choice  and  Prime  heifers 
brought  $28.00-29.00  at  Chicago;  high-Good 
to  average-Choice  $25,00-27.50;  most  Good 
$22.50-25.00.     Elsewhere,  Choice  heifers 
bulked  at  $25.50-27.00,  high-Choice  includ- 
ing a  few  Prime  $27.00-27.50,  2  loads  $27.75 
at  Omaha;  most  Good  and  low-Choice  $22.00- 
25.50. 

STOCKER  AND  FEEDER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  - 
Receipts  of  stocker  and  feeder  cattle  and 
calves  at  terminal  markets  were  somewhat 
larger  than  the  previous  week  but  even  so 
were  seasonally  moderate.     Quality  was  at  a 
fairly  high  level  for  this  time  of  year,   a 
relatively  large  percent  of  the  supplies 
grading  Good  and  Choice.     Moderate  numbers 
of  800-1050#  feeders  were  included,  many  of 
which  already  had  received  a  start  on  grain 
feeding.     However,  largest  percent  of  the 
marketings  consisted  of  stockers  700#  down, 
these  mostly  of  yearling  age.     Trading  at 
midwest  terminal  markets  was  generally 
rather  slow  with  prices  unevenly  steady  to 
500  lower.     There  was  some  indication  that 
prospective  buyers  were  tending  to  back  away 
from  the  price  levels  reached  following  the 
advances  made  during  February  and  early 
March.     However,  the  nearing  approach  of  a 
new  grass  season  usually  triggers  a  wide- 
spread demand  for  stockers  and  undoubtedly 
the  principal  factor  tending  to  temporarily 
curtail  demand  was  the  fact  that  in  some 
areas  bad  road  conditions  and  prospects 
of  very  muddy  fields  and  feedlots  in  the  wake 
of  last  week's  snowstorms  were  principal  among 
factors  influencing  an  abridged  demand.     At 
southwestern  markets  such  as  Oklahoma  City 
and  Fort  Worth  prices  often  were  steady  to 
stronger. 

Bulk  Good  and  Choice  800-1050#  feeder 
steers  brought  $23.50-26.50,  few  Choice 
fleshy  800-950#  $27.00.     At  Chicago,  two  loads 
Choice  990#  steers,   already  carrying  suffi- 
cient finish  to  grade  low-Choice  in  the  beef, 
went  for  further  feeding  at  $27.60.     Medium 
to  low-Good  feeders  sold  from  $20.00-23.50. 
Majority  Good  and  Choice  yearling  stock 
steers  brought  $24.00-28.50,  few  loads 
Choice  550-600#  $29.00-30.00.     Medium  stock- 
ers sold  from  $21.00-24.00.     Few  loads  Good

and  Choice  yearling  stock  heifers  brought 
$23.00-27.25  while  occasional  shipments  Good 
to  mostly  Choice  675-825#  fleshy  feeder  heif- 
ers cashed  from  $24.00-24.50.     Good  and  Choice 
stock  steer  calves  sold  chiefly  from  $26.00- 
32.00,   several  loads  $32.50-34.85}  same  grades 
heifer  calves  largely  $24.00-27.75. 


HOGS  -  Terminal  Markets  -  Receipts  at 
the  12  markets  showed  an  increase  of  5  percent 
over  the  previous  week  and  were  the  largest 
since  mid-February.     In  parts  of  the  western 
area  of  the  Corn  Belt  a  back-log  of  hogs  had 
accumulated  due  to  snowstorms  earlier  in  the 
month  and  sharp  increases  in  receipts  were 
noted,  Omaha  having  37  percent  more  than  a 
week  earlier.     Although  butchers  weighing  over 
250#  continued  rather  numerous  at  the  western 
Corn  Belt  markets,  most  of  the  supply  was 
made  up  of  200-250#  offerings.     The  supply 
of  sows  increased,  that  class  making  up  6  to 
10  percent  at  the  various  markets.     Bulk  of 
the  barrows  and  gilts  were  offered  and  sold 
in  mixed  No.  1-3  lots  with  sorting  for  grade 
and  weight  uniformity  confined  largely  to 
purchases  for  special  orders  and  by  buyers 
seeking  U.   S.  1  and  2  offerings.     Even  though 
prices  on  some  pork  cuts  declined  mostly 
$2.00-3.00  and  in  extremes  $7.00,   price 
changes  on  barrows  and  gilts  were  held  to 
rather  narrow  limits.     Compared  with  the  pre- 
vious week»s  close,  barrows  and  gilts  sold 
steady  to  25 #  higher  at  South  St.  Paul  and 
the  eastern  Corn  Belt  markets,  but  steady  to 
250  lower,   instances  500  off  at  western  Corn 
Belt  centers.     Trends  on  sows  followed  about 
the  same  as  on  butchers  except  at  Chicago 
and  St.   Louis  National  Stock  Yards  where 
prices  advanced  50#. 

At  the  close  U.  S.  No.  1-3,   180-260# 
barrows  and  gilts  brought  largely  $15. 25-16. 00, 
the  same  grades  and  weights  bringing  $15.75- 
16.25  at  Indianapolis.     Selected  lots  of 
No.  1,  and  1-2,   190-230#  generally  sorted 
for  weight  and  grade,   sold  at  $15.75-16.50, 
largely  $15.85-16.25.     Mixed  No.  1-3,   300- 
600#  sows  brought  $13.25-15.00. 

Feeder  pigs  sold  steady  for  the  week  at 
So.  St.  Paul  and  500  higher  at  Sioux  City. 
Medium  and  Good  130-160#  feeder  pigs  at 
Sioux  City  brought  $14.00-15.00,   few  Good 
and  Choice  $15.25-15.50,  while  mostly  Good 
100-160#  at  So.  St.  Paul  cleared  at  $14.00- 
14.50. 

HOGS  -  Interior  Iowa-Southern  Minnesota 
Area  -  Receipts  were  7    percent  less  than  the 
previous  week  and  slightly  under  the  corre- 
sponding week  last  year.     Compared  with  the 
previous  Friday,   closing  sales  were  mostly 
steady  to  25 £  lower  on  butchers  under  24C#, 
while  heavier  weights  were  steady  to  200  high- 
er.    Sows  were  steady  to  100  lower.     Mixed 
U.   S.  No.  1-3,  190-240#  butchers  sold  from 
$14.80-15.60  on  late  rounds  with  a  limited 


quota  No.  1  and  2  selected  lots  at  $15.65-

SHEEP  AND  IAMBS  -  The  12  market  receipts 
were  10  percent  above  a  week  earlier  and 
slightly  over  last  year.     Sharply  lower 
slaughter  lamb  prices  featured  the  weeks 
trade  with  the  declines  influenced  by  mod- 
erately expanded  receipts  and  lower  dressed 
lamb  prices.     Slaughter  lambs  were  5O0-$1.5O 
lower  for  the  week}  slaughter  ewes  steady, 
instances  500  higher.     Feeder  lambs  sold 
$1.00  lower  at  Denver  and  So.  St.  Paul  and 
weak  to  500  lower  at  Fort  Worth  but  were 
50-750  higher  at  Omaha  and  steady  elsewhere.

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BOSTON   WOOL  MARKET  REVIEW 


Sales  of  greasy  domestic  -worsted 
wools  in  the  Boston  market  were  again  re- 
stricted due  to  limited  supplies.  Demand 
continued  good  for  graded  medium  fleeces, 
scoured  stained  and  gray  medium  wool  for 
woolen  use  and  carpet  wools.  Prices  for 
greasy  domestic  wools  advanced  about  20 
clean  basis.  Trade  in  woolen  wools  and 
noils  was  very  slow  at  about  steady  prices. 
Interest  in  the  local  market  centered  on 
the  sealed  bid  sales  held  at  Roswell,  New 
Mexico  where  a  moderate  weight  of  bulk  fine 
staple  wools  in  original  bags  was  sold. 
Activity  in  the  northern  Rocky  Mountains 
and  in  the  fleece  wool  States  was  extreme- 
ly slow  due  to  continued  adverse  weather 
conditions . 

Cabled  reports  from  Australia  at  mid- 
week indicated  an  average  selection  of  all 
types  offered.  There  was  very  keen  compe- 
tition with  eastern  Europe  and  Japan  domi- 
nating as  quotations  advanced  2jjr  percent. 
Prices  were  higher  at  Wanganui,  New  Zealand 
with  trading  very  active  under  general 
competition  with  the  Continent  dominating 
and  all  grades  in  good  demand.  Sales  were 
rather  limited  in  the  Cape  with  general 
competition  prevailing  and  prices  as  much 
as  10  pence  higher  than  two  weeks  ago. 
There  were  occasional  sales  of  carpet  wools 
in  Buenos  Aires  for  shipment  to  the  United 
States  with  other  classes  neglected  while 
there  was  some  buying  for  U.  S.  account  in 
Montevideo  with  prices  tending  upward. 

Fleece  Wools  -  Trading  on  fleece  wool 
was  rinll  as  mnst.  nf  the  midwest  was  snow- 
bound and  shearing  had  almost  ceased. 
Small  quantities  of  medium  wools  already 
shorn  brought  40-450  grease  basis  in 
Minnesota,  Iowa,  Nebraska  and  South  Dakota. 
Prices  were  slightly  lower  in  Ohio  and 
Indiana  at  48-500  to  the  growers. 

Territory  Wools  -  At  the  sealed  bid 
sale  held  at  Roswell,  New  Mexico,  best  12 
months  64/70s  staple  wool  sold  at  #1.22- 
1.24  while  average  12  months  wool  brought 
#1.15-1.18  clean  basis  delivered  Boston. 
Bulk  of  the  grease  prices  ranged  generally 
from  48-510  f .o.b.  Around  Bakersfield, 
California,  original  bag  bulk  fine  12 
months  wool  sold  at  estimated  clean  prices 
ranging  from  #1.10-1.15  delivered. 

Texas  Wools  -  Shearing  was  well  under 
way  in  Texas  this  week  as  the  weather  turned 
very  warm  with  best  12  months  wool  selling 
from  #1.15-1.20  and  average  12  months  wool 
at  #1.13-1.15  clean  basis,  delivered 
Boston. 


Mohair  -  A  fair  weight  of  mohair 
sold  in  Texas  around  $1.08§--1.10  for 
adult  and  #1.38|-1.40  for  kid  hair  to 
the  warehouse.

A 
scoured  Buenos  Aires  November  wool  and 
a  scoured  Cordoba  blend  both  afloat 
were  priced  at  860,  while  a  scoured 
Cordoba  blend  for  shipment  was  quoted 
at  850.  Greasy  Buenos  Aires  November 
wools  were  priced  at  83-83§0  clean 
fibers  present  for  shipment  while  New 
Zealand  fleeces  were  offered  at  860, 
early  shorn  wool  at  840  and  crutchings 
at  810  clean  fibers  present  for  shipment.

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WHOLESALE  MEAT  TRADE  REVIEWS 


LESS  THAN  CARLOT  MEAT  TRADE  REVIEWS 

EASTERN  SEABOARD  -  Trading  on  fresh 
meats  was  generally  slow  along  the  eastern 
seaboard  as  demand  narrowed  at  consumer  levels. 
There  was  increased  emphasis  on  poultry  items, 
particularly  by  chain  outlets,  this  the  first 
week  in  10  that  retail  stores  have  featured 
poultry.     Clearance  was  incomplete  and  carry- 
over mainly  small  lots  of  beef,  veal,  lamb  and 
pork  at  various  markets.     Supplies  were  mostly 
normal  at  Washington  and  Baltimore,  but  mod- 
erately below  normal  at  New  York,   Philadelphia, 
and  Boston  except  pork  at  the  latter  market 
where  in shipments  were  above  normal.     Prime 
steer  beef  sparsely  shown  at  New  York  and  was 
inadequate  for  trade  requirements.     Buyer  pref- 
erence for  lamb  centered  on  Choice  and  Prime 
carcasses  35-45#  which  sold  strong  to  higher 
where  available,  while  bulk  of  the  supply  ran 
to  heavier  weights  and  sellers  had  difficulty 
in  holding  the  price  line  on  these  and  declines 
reported  at  some  markets.     Urgency  was  lacking 
for  veal  and  calf  and  the  price  tone  rather  un- 
even but  mainly  weak  to  lower.     Selection  in 
veal  and  calf  was  slightly  better  than  avail- 
able in  recent  weeks.     Pork  loins  were  slowest 
moving  in  that  division  and  prices  sharply  low- 
er in  instances. 

Compared  with  the  previous  week:     Good  and 
Choice  steer  beef  steady  to  50*  lower,  the  de- 
clines at  Philadelphia  and  New  York.     However, 
the  small  volume   of  Prime  steer  beef  at  New 
York  sold  fully  50*  higher.     Cow  beef  prices 
were  steady  to  $1.00  higher  at  most  points. 
Veal  and  calf  closed  weak  to  $2.00  lower  at 
most  markets  but  at  New  York  prices  were  steady 
to  $1.00  higher  with  bulk  late  sales  no  better 
than  steady.     Lamb  sold  mostly  steady  except 
Choice  and  Prime  carcasses  35-50#     steady 
to  $2.00  higher  and  major  portion  of  sales  at 
Philadelphia  $1.00-2.00  higher.     Pork  loins 
declined  $1.00  to  as  much  as  $7.00,  mainly 
$2.00-3.00.     Other  pork  cuts  steady  to  $2.00 
higher  with  pork  butts  and  spareribs  showing 
the  advance.     Kosher  steer  beef  and  lamb  prices 
were  $1.00  lower;  Prime  veal  and  calf  steady; 
but  Good   and  Choice  $1.00-3.00  lower. 

CHICAGO  -  Supplies  were  about  normal  in 
the  beef,  lamb  and  fresh  pork  divisions,  but 
veal  receipts  were  small.     Largest  percentage 
of  beef  graded  Good  and  Choice  with  Prime  in 
very  limited  supply.     Trading  on  carcass  beef 
was  only  moderately  active.     Beef  rounds  were 
active  and  below  normal  supply  of  ribs  were 
absorbed  readily  as  fewer  forequarters  were  cut 
because  of  slow  moving  chucks,   although  at  the 
close  demand  for  chucks  became  good.     Trading 
on  beef  loins  was  generally  slow  but  additional 
fabricating  kept  product  from  accumulating. 
Veal  trade  dull  but  prices  went  unchanged  due  to 
small  supplies.     Moderately  active  early  lamb 


trade  slowed  as  the  week  progressed  and  prices 
declined  for  the  first  time  in  six:  weeks.     Trad- 
ing on  lamb  legs  was  slow  but  other  primal  cuts 
were  moderately  active.     Broad  outlets  pre- 
vailed for  Boston  butts  and  spareribs,  but  pork 
loins  were  slow  under  narrow  demand.     Compared 
with  the  previous  Friday:     Steer  and  heifer 
beef  steady  to  50*  lower;  cow  beef  fully 
$1.00-1.50  lower;  veal  unchanged;  lamb  50*- 
$3.00  lower;  pork  loins  8-16#  steady  to  $2.00 
lower;  Boston  butts  4-8#  $1.00-1.50  higher; 
spareribs  3#  down  50*-$2.00  higher. 

PACIFIC  COAST  -  Beef  supplies  were  some- 
what above  normal  on  the  west  coast  and  trad- 
ing was  rather  slow.     There  was  some  carry- 
over of  both  steer  and  cow  beef  at  Los  Angeles. 
Trading  was  moderately  active  on  lamb  and  mod- 
erate supplies  were  about  adequate  for  a  fair 
demand.     Outlet  was  rather  poor  for  normal 
fresh  and  cured  pork  receipts  and  clearance 
was  incomplete,  particularly  on  fresh  loins. 
Compared  with  the  previous  week's  close:     Steer 
beef  sold  steady  to  $1.00  higher,   except  Choice 
steer  beef  steady  to  50*  lower  at  San  Fran- 
cisco.    Cow  beef  closed  mostly  steady,   some 
sales  50*  higher  in  the  Pacific  Northwest. 
Prices  on  calf  and  veal  were  mainly  steady,  in- 
stances $1.00-2.00  higher  on  Choice  150-200# 
calf  at  Los  Angeles.     Lamb  sold  steady  to 
$1.00  higher  except  spring  lamb  steady  to  $1.00 
lower  in  the  Pacific  Northwest.     Pork  loins 
closed  $1.00-4.00  lower,   other  fresh  pork 
steady  to  $1.00  lower.     Smoked  skinned  hams 
sold  steady  to  $2.00  higher  except  at  San 
Francisco  where  prices  were  steady  to  $2.00 
lower.     Sliced  bacon  closed  steady  to  $1.00 
lower     in  California  but  $1.00-2.00  higher  in 
the  Pacific  Northwest.     Lard  sold  steady  to 
50*  lower. 


CARLOT  MEAT  TRADE  REVIEWS 

Dull  trading  and  lower  prices  were 
general  at  carlot  meat  trading  centers  with 
sales  volume  below  normal.     Steer  beef  closed 
steady  to  50*  lower  for  the  week  at  Chicago, 
Omaha  and  Denver.     At  New  York,  Choice  600- 
800#  steer  carcasses  sold  50*  lower  while 
Choice  800-900#  and  all  weights  of  Good  steer 
beef  closed  steady  to  50*  higher.     Sales  were 
weak  to  $1.00  lower  at  Philadelphia  with  the 
bulk  50*  off.     Heifer  beef  sold  steady  at 
Chicago,  mostly  25*  lower  at  Omaha  and  steady 
to  50*  off  at  Denver.     Lamb  prices  were  50*- 
$3.00  lower  at  Chicago  and  steady  to  $1.00 
lower  at  other  points.     The  major  decline  on 
lamb  was  recorded  on  55-65#  carcasses.     Pork 
loins  sold  steady  to  50*  lower  at  Chicago 
following  the  $1.50  decline  late  in  the  pre- 
vious week.     At  Omaha  pork  loins  declined 
$2.00.
